“ Your Excellency has seen hy my letter-of the 28th Feb. 
that I had given the necessary orders to my army. to march upon 
Fraache Comte and Geneva. Ia consequence, General Masnicr 
entered this place the day befure yesterday, after his advanced 
guard, cemmanded hy General Ordonneau, had overthrown the 
eveny, whe Appeared to intend resistance, and who was briskly 
pursued along the road of Poligny, leaving in our power 3 or 
40Q prisoners, und about 30 horses. Yesterday Gen. Musnier 
marched upon les Petites Chiettes, and slept at night at Morey. 
General Pannetier comicg from. Macon, arrived here to-day 
with his division, The enemy being briskly attacked did not 
resist long, acd we cosld only come up with his rear-guard, 
General Bardet, who had orders to pass by the bridge of Bel- 
Jegarde, yesterday took Fort l’Ecluse, where he found a quas- 
tty of ammunition, and four pieces of cannon, and of which 
the garrison, 200 strong, surrendered prisoners of war. He con- 
tinued his movement, and yesterday eveving was at Farges,

—This Chief is a Nobleman 
ofene of the first families of Austria ; ; ashe isa direct 
descendant of the house of Savoy, his gracdfather having 
married a Princess of Lichtenstein, who was a Ereee: 
dd. tughter of the King of Sarvinta. Prince Scawartzen 
pene derives his title from a principality of that vame in 
the German Eunpire, of which he i is Sovereign Prince ; ‘he 
also possesses very cousiderable estates in Bohemia. He is 
now ouly in the 46th year of his age, haying commenced 
his wulitary career at a very early perivd of his life. He 
was Anbassador to Bonapante’s Court, and gave a grand 
fete at Paris in celebration of the marriage of Naeoreon to 
the daughter of his Sovereign. © His Highness commanded 
the Austrian contingent in the Russian’ campaign ; he after- 
wards returned to Paris in his former character of Ambas- 
sadur; and on the Emperor Francis joining the Coalition, 
he was appointed Generalissimo ef the Allied Armies.
